Summary of reasons for decision: 





Due to concerns raised by the distributor regarding previous advice given by the Classification Office, 
the Chief Censor made the decision to submit this film for reconsideration under s42(3) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) due to special circumstances. The film 
contains depictions of violence, criminal acts, and highly offensive language. Although children do 
not necessarily possess the intellectual and emotional maturity to correcdy understand these 
depictions, a conversation about this content with a parent or guardian is likely to explain and clarify 
the issues in the film, and in that manner mitigate any likely injury to the public good. The film's 
cultural and social merit strengthens the case for widening the film's availability in limited 
circumstances to children. As such the film is classified RP13. This restriction on availability is the 
minimum necessary to prevent injury to the public good and is a justified and reasonable limitation to 
the right to freedom of expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
